Court of France which refers to a paper of the King 
of Pruffia, in which his Pruflian Majefty imparted 
his refolution as therein mentioned. Without this 
paper was before the Houfe, it was almoft impoffible 
clearly to under{tand the Counter Declaration, and 
therefore he hoped his.

‘The other parts of the difpatch 
were certainly of a nature by no means proper, from 
the fubjects they turned upon, to be Jaid upon the 
table ; and as a copy of the part immediately {tating 
che Notification would throw no new light ‘upon the | 
fact, nor more clearly illuftrate it than what had 
been put into his Majelty’s Speech upon the topick, 
he faw not the fmalleft ufe or advantage that could 
refult from producing it. With regard to the re- 
ference to the refolution of the King of Pruffia, as 
mentioned to have been imparted in the Counter

~ France has had three complete bankraptcies with- 
in the prefent century. In the year 1720, when 
Law’s' Miflifippi fcheme was adopted by the Duke 
of Orleans, with a view to, annihilate great part of 
the government paper, the debt contacted by, the 
wars of Louis XIV. was fo enormous, that the cu- 
flomary revenue of the country could fearcely pay a 
fhilling in the pound. In the war before lait, the 
King’s plate, and that of the church and nobles, 
was melted’ down to maintain their Aeets and ar- 
mies; and now we again fee fuch a deficiency of 
refources, as would drive any other country to de- 
fpair. Such repeated failures muft give a lafting 
blow to the credit of France, and will prevent mo- 
vied men, of all defcriptions, from trafting that go- 
verament in future, while it dire&s the attention of 
foreigners of every country, to prefer the public 
fecurities of Great Britain, which from the tift 
eftablifiunent of the Bank, and the firft creation 
of a public debt, has been found equal to every de- 
mand. 

Monfieur de Calonne was in the gallery of the 
Houfe of Commons on Tuefday lait, as well as in 
the Houfe of Lords, and feemed highly gratified 
with the ceremony, debates, &c. 

A few days fince the Grand Bailiff and fome 
Members of the Magiltracy of Am{terdam, attend- 
ed by a deiachment of cavalry, went to two houfes

One 
is that he has :ffued a proclamation prohibiting un- 
der the moit fevere penalties, the exportation of any. 
kind of corn whatfoever, not only from the king- 
dom of Hungary, but alfo from all his: Majefty’s 
hereditary dominions. The other is, thar he caufed 
the States ef Hungary to. meet lat month, and while 
they were fitting, With the Count de Palfy, the 
Lord High Chancellor of the kingdom at their head, 
Meil. <’Urmeny add Mocripodary, bis Majelty’s 
Commiflioners, were introduced to them, and made 
a demand in their mafter’s name, of the number of 
recruits ufually furniihed by Hungary at the begin- | 
ning of the war. The States, wath the greatelt 
chearfulaefs, voted unanimoufly the ‘number requir-, 
ed of them by their Sovereign ; and his Maje(ty has: 
actually piven dire@ions that on account of the war- 
like ‘preparations in Hungary, all the public works 
which were carrying On in the different provinces 
of that kingdom, be fufpended till further orders. 

Whien the united forces of the Emperor of Ger- 
many and Empréfs of Ruffia are contrafted with 
thofe of the Suian, every one mult fee that if the 
two former fill’ apon the latter, the Turks, unlefs 
fupported by (me great powers, mult neceffatily be 
driven out of Europe. The Auftrian army confiits

That of Ruffia forms 
352,009; but, as great numbers of thefe ure Cal-

ought not to be eftimated. at more than 200,000 
regulars.

TREATY with HESSE CASSEL. 

This Treaty, after the ufual preliminaries, ftipu- 
lates, that the Landgrave fhall hold in readinefs for 
his Majelty’s fervice 12,000 men, during the {pace 
of four years, in two divifions, the firlt confilting 
of 8000, and the other 4000 men: The firft di-. 
vifion is to confi(t of infantry, to which his Serene 
Highnefs may add 1000 cavalry, if he thinks pro- 
per, and he referves to himfelf the liberty of head 
ing them in perfon. 

The fistt divifion is to be ready to march at four 
weeks notice, and the fecond at fix weeks, if prac- 
ticable, 

The King of Great Britain engages to pay for 
every trooper 80 banco crowns, and for every foot 
foldier 30 banco crowns, within 13 days after the 
requifition to march thall have been made ;—the 
crown to be computed at four fhillings and nine- 
pence three farthings Englith money. 

The fublidy to be 150,000 banco crowns per an- 
num, during the. four years certain, and from the 
tune of making the. requifition, 450,000 banco 
crowns per aonum, and during the whole time that 
the troops thall be in his Matjefty’s fervice, the 
Landgrave is to receive an annyal fubfidy of 
225,000 banco crowns. 

In cafe a larger body than 12,000 men (hould be 
required, the tubfidy is to be increafed in proportion, ' 
and, it is to be paid quarterly.
